Solid petrol, which seems to be the long- 
sought safe fuel for aeroplanes and motor 
cars, was exhibited on Thursday at the 
Guggenheim School of Aeronautics ‘at New 
York University. 

When four explosive bullets were fired 
into it at close range from a rifle it did not 
explode, says The Times, It did not even 
ignite until some of it had become liquefied 
by the pressure from the fourth bullet, 
and then the fire was easily quenched by 
stamping the liquid into a bank of earth. 
The new fuel, a reddish, jelly-like sub- 
stance, is the result of experiments begun 
in 1919 by Dr. Adolph Prussin, of New 
York,
